Oats Hulls In Feeding Stuffs 
Ring 

In recent years, due largely to the 
passing of the Feeding Stuffs Act in 
1920, much has been accomplished in 
preventing the adulternation of feed- 
iing stuffs. In Circular No 11 of the 
Dominion Departmment’ of Agricult- 
ure, the use and place of oat hulls in 
feeding stuffs is dealt with. Oat hulls 
it is.stated, contain very little nutrit- 
ive material and are exceedingly dif- 
ficult to digest, and feeds containing a 
high percentage of hulls habe not infre 
uently been blamed for causing injury 
and. even death. 

The Feeding Stuffs: Act is designed 
to make .it possible for every purchas- 
er of feeding stuffs to know exactly 
what he is buying. Among other pro- 
visions it required a statement of ingre 
dients to accompany each container of 
commercial feeding stuff or mixed chop 
offered for sale. Any feed of which oat 
hulls form a part should show their

there would be approximately 104,700 miles of regulation 
size, 16 ounce loaves, if they were placed end to end. This 
tremendous string of loaves would stretch back and forth 
across Canada, from Montreal to Vancouver 86 times. 
Lf the loaves were laid side by side and end to end, they 
would form a solid belt across the Dominion wider than 
the height of a.city lamp post. Again if they were piled 
in a trans-Canada wall one loaf deep, the height of the 
wall would be 12 feet. :
